The British Fleet. 

The British empire now has enrolled 
in her own ports, or those of her 
colonies, a coinnu rciid toil iiMgo of more 
than seven tndlions of iiius. i'bighind, 
to prol.o'l the tomia_;i: and lii-r bi'a- 
coast, now baa four hundred ships of 
war, whose tonnage exceeds 317,000 
tons, while the other nations of 
Europe have, in the a'^'gregate, I'liD.OOO 
tons of ships of war. Kngnind liiis 
fifty iron chilis; twclvr ot Ih, ,(; .arc 
most ellicicnl vc-.-,ids, biiili within the 
last fourlc(ai years. At this niunicnt 
she has llurty four sbip.s of war upon 
the stocks, of which eight arc siipei-ior 
irou-clads, costing not Icns than '^'3o0 
23or ton. 

In tbe last fi'_dilccii xcais I'bigland 
has exi)endcd .^'.»T(). 001), ()()(), in (^r,ji,|^ 
on her navy. In addition to this the 
subsidies slio pays to imiii steaiiu. i s 
have averaged §5,(I01),(H1U annually 
for thirty years, and tbe piiucipul 
part of this largo sum bas 'been re- 
paid by postages, bur th(.! HiibsidicR 
have given her, in addition to her 
navy, more liiaii 100 ocean steiiinsliips, 
subject to her call in time (d' war. 
England annually builds more than 
20,000 tons of war ships. Some of 
her first iron el.ids were experinicnls, 
Imt if we inclinlc tli isc on the stociks, 
she has now Iwcit v of t iie 'ai-;;e-.t ria 
ranging from C) ,'MO to lO,(Jlil) toi;s^ 
protectetl by plates of seven to twenty 
inches in thickness, armed with rilled 
cannon weighing eight tons to twenty- 
five tons each, and testing cannon 
wbieb weigh eiuddy Ions each and 
throwing jirojertilrs wei-biiig 1,700 
pounda each. Half her tonnage, 
manned by G0,()O0 seaineii, is eon- 
Btautly at sea. i''raiice lias 81,000 tons 
of iron-clads, and fifty vesselu on the 
stocks; Turkey 0(5,000, Italy 38,000 
tons, llussia has five iron-clads, one 
of thoni incasiiriiig- 10,000 tons, and 
(ierinany has (pido a number, while 
Holland has l(i,S war ships, of which 
aitom uro iroji ulads. , 



TuE designs of Russia on tbe East 
appears to have assumed an aerial 
foian. Some light was thrown upon 
them tho other day by I'lofessDr 
Wells, "the great American aeronaut" 
in an interesting lecture be delivered 
at Lahore on the progress of baloon 
improvements of late years. "These 
im|)rovements,"tho professor observed, 
"of Hiicb nature that ballons may now 
be employed for tiiu transpoii of large 
bodies of troops,, with armament, 
etc.; and from personal examinaton 
which ho (the Professor) made in 187'1 
of tho war baloons under construction 
by tho Russians at St. Pelersl>urg, 
bo IS impressed with the belief that 
tbe time is not fur dislaid when Ku-- 
sia will be able to (and will more t han 
probably do so) descend on British 
India over the mountains in baloons, 
with 100,000 warnor-^; and lie thinks 
the Britisli e'rovei nmenl should make 
preparations to ineid such a eontni- 
g('ncv." It i-s dinirult to know what 
can bo done uiuler these cn-eiimstan- 
ces. If the Professor's anticipations 
1)1 ovo correct, we may bear any day 
of a descent by tbe Russians not only 
upon India but also ujion Ibigland by 
means of these war Ivdooiis. .Vll 
that can bo done is to k(n;p a go(jd 
look- out, and to lire at the baloons 
directly they come within rifle-shot; 
but then, again, a shower of 100,000 
Russian warriors would be a serious 
alf'air. One. such victory might lie 
almost as disastrous as defeat. Iron- 
clad umbrellas would, perhaps, best 
meet the emergency. 

A Boston organist played in another 
church than bis own leceully, and was 
coinpliinenlod by the organ blowc r 
for tbe proficiency shown in bis vol- 
untary. "By the way," added the man 
who manipulated tbe wind apparatus,

Its settloiuout will 
depend on other oonBiderat-ona, and will 
bo provided for under the advico of the 
responsible Ministers of the Crown at ^ lo- 
toriaand here; but I have no lieaitation 
iu saying that my presence amongst your 
fellow-countrymen on the other Hide of 
tho Eocky Mountains has been universal- 
ly remarked as a proof and pledfio of tho 
friendliness and good-will felt for them 
by tho people of Canada at large.and J am 
quite certain that any rcasonablo eflorts 
upon tho part of tho JJomiiuon and an ex- 
hibition of that generosity of feeling 
which is due from a great community to a 
feebler neighbor wiU be appreciated and 
restore that perfect harmony and intimate 
union in thought and feeling between 
British Oolambiaand her sister Proviuocs 
■which is 80 essential to the strength and 
permanence of our confederation." 

The above is extracted from the 
reply of the Earl of Dufferin to au 
addreee presented by the citizens of 
Ottawa a few days ago on the occasion 
of His Excellency's return from British 
Columbia. The extract is characteria- 
tio of the statesman by whom it was 
uttered, and is calculated to renew the 
hope we have always entertained and 
frequently expressed that the visit of 
His Excellency cuuuot fiiil to produce 
good results. However much the peo- 
ple of this section may at this moment 
deoliue to discuss the issue as a pro- 
bability, tho time is near at hand 
when fresh uegotiations must bo laid 
before the Province for acceptance or 
rejection. Earl Dufforiu modestly 
says he does not hope that his visit to 
the Pacific will contribute to a perfect 
understanding; and immediately ex- 
presses the belief that reasonable 
efforts on the part of the Dominion and an 
exhibition o/ thai generosity cf feeling which 
is due from a great comtmuiity to a feebler 
ma toill restore per feet harmony ," etc. Earl 
Dufferin will not be charged with speak- 
ing lightly or without due consideration 
on every topic — especially on a topic 
fraught with consequences bo grave as 
tho British Columbia difficulty; and tUe 
words we have italicized indicate that Ilia 
Excellency is prepared to recommend to 
tho Dominion Governmout tho adoption 
of a policy that will iriHure a realization uf 
the reasonable demands of British Colum- 
bia. 

Whether tho propositions to be made 
through Lord Carnarvon will comprise 
an increased money compensation for la- 
land railway pnrposes; or whether they 
will secure the ooostrnotion ol the Island 
railwav as apart of the main line of the 
Dominion Government, it ia impossible to 
oonjecture. Lord Dofferin has sent an 
aid de-oamp with dispatches on the Brit- 
ish Columbia question to London, whi- 
ther the Odinadian Minister of Finance 
has gone to confer with Lord Carnarvon 
on tho same subject. From LordDufVei- 
in's Ottawa reply it is highly proliublo 
that he has bubmittod a i)laii which ho 
thinks will put an end to the misunder- 
standing now existing between the East 
and West. Every true British Columbian 
ought to bo glad at the pro^poct (for such 
we regard it) of a settlenieot of our diili- 
oultios. The state of suspenae ia which 
tho country has been kept for several 
years has jsrovod highly prejudicial if 
not ruinous to its intciests. 'I'liere cmi 
bo no real prosperity while such a state 
of things exists, and it ought to bo the 
aim of every one, so far as lies in his pow- 
er, to put an end to the present condition 
of afiuirs by considering cultii- 
ly "any reasonable efforts" that may bo 
put forth from London and Ottawa to 
end the unhappy and unprofitable dis- 
pute. 

THE RESULT.

But tho chaucos favor tlm return of :\Ir. 
Tildou. Only Louisiiina, Florida and 
South Carolina, ii,'gi\'gii,!iii;-,' '-i'i votes, aj)- 
poar to be in doubt. The returns, which 
oamo in slowly, show that the candidates 
have run neck and neck. It is believed, 
however, that even without the votes of 
those States Tilde n will be elected. Offi- 
cial returns cannot be much longer de- 
layed. At latest accounts rioting was 
going on in Florida.

Ileilly and priuid (hiiij^hter of tho vonor- 
ablo hilly fh-.-it niimed. 'I'lii' cor/c form- 
ed respoctivoly at tho ro.siileiico of ,J(jhn 
Trutch, Esq., Fairli-hl. and that of 1'. 
O'Reilly, Esq., Point EUico, wheuco thoy 
proceeded to Christ Church Catlicdral 
and there united. Tho impressive burial 
service was read by tho Right Bov. Bish- 
op of Columbia as-iisted l)y llov.Mr. Joiin.s 
of St. John's Churoli, and tho mournfnl 
processiou thou jjrocoodod to lions I5ay 
Oematery where the remains of tlie ven- 
erable lady and those of tho child, two 
generations removed, were lowere<l to tho 
f same resting placo.

that we anxiously look forward to the

States. 

The interest we tuko iu the elootiou is 
dilt'ercnt from the interest the American 
politician takes. We hope the great chief 
will ho tho ])osscs8or of a great mind, a 
great underslaudiug, a great soul — we 
liope tho great chief will at least bo an 
enua! of till! greatest ruler (Ui tlie globe.

Slade's Tricks Exposed by Maskelyne. 

The trial of Ilonry Slado,tbe Ameri- 
cau spiritualist, was continued atBow- 
Htreet, London, Police Court, on 10th 
iust. 

John Neville Maskelyne was exam- 
ined by Mr. Lewis as follows: 

You carry on tho profossiou of a 
conjuror at the Egyptian Ilall, Piccad- 
illy ■.'—Yes. 

What do you call yourself? — Jewel- 
ler, watchmaker, and conjuror. (A 
laurjh). 

How long have you been a conjuror? 
— Something like fourteen years pro- 
fcHsionally ; but, more or less, I have 
iuterosted myself in the profession all 

iny life. 

Ohl you woro born a coujtiror ? 
( Laughter. ) — Well, not exactly. I did 
not inherit it. 

Have yon ever visited a seanco of tho 
dofeiiilaiit's '.^ — I liave not. 

liiive ymi examined the table that 
has been produced here as that which 
Mr. Sladouses?. I have glanced at 
It. 

Is there any peculiarity in it?— It is 
a very convenient table for the busi- 
ness. (Luuglilor.) 

W'lial do yon nuiau by vory conven- 
ient for tho busiuesH V— Oh, it lias one 
or two peculiarities. It appears to luo 
to have boon slightly altered since it 
was brought into court; at least since 
it was last used . 

Mr . Muiiton — Tliia is too bad. How 
do you know tliuL ? 

^Vltlles.4 — 1 aay fvoiu my kuowlodgo 
of tho trick that it was altered. For 
producing tho spirit writing iiiulortho 
table it iis nocoKsary to have Homotliiug 
more than tho loaf of tho table to 
Hupport, tho Hiato. That Hoiuctbing 
luiB uiulergoiio Hoino inodilict^lion. I 
liavo iKjt Hcoii tho porformanco, but 

j\lr. Miinton — I object to tliis evi- 
dence. 

Mr. Lewis — I am going to show 
how this thing can bo done. 

Mr. aMuuIou — Tho (juCHlioii is not 
how you could do if, but Slado 
docH it. 

Tho witness thou showed what ho 
meant by means of the table, which 
bad been placed on tho bench, and 
whicli was stated to lio that iisnd by 
tho dofondaiit. At, oiio side was a 
luovablo bar to siijipurt tho falling 
loaf rising out of tho framework, of 
which it seemed to form part, aud 
working ou a pivot in the centre of 
the side part of the frAme. Witness 



showed bow this worked, remavking 
that its end seemed to have been re- 
cently altered. 

Mr. Lowi.s— Whatia the use of that 
support. 

Wituoaa— To enable the slate to be 
supported against it while the writing 

is being done. 

Aa an ordinary observer, may I ask 
you did you tiver see a table like that? 
— No; I iiovorsaw one having a bar 
swinging that way. 

That would explain tbo ovidonco of 
Dr. Laukester when ho saitl that tho 
slate might not have touched tho loaf 
of tho table, since it probably (oiiclied 
tho edge of this support. Now, with 
that excoptiou, do you sea any pecu- 
liarity at all iu tho table ?— Well, it is 
a sort of ariaugeiuoiit 1 myself slioiild 
adopt to facilitate tho doing of a trick. 
But the end of tho bar shows that 
something must recently have been 
nut off it — some little apparatus to de- 
tain tho slate. The end is cut iu a way 
a carpenter would not do, and is rubbed 
over to conceal what had been done. 

A good inauy Lrieks aro performed 
with slates?— bh, yes, iu a variety of 
ways; they are very useful for conjur- 
ors. 

Have you had any oxporieiico of 
writing on slates?— Yes, ten or twelve 
years iigo 1 pnicLisod a liitiu slate 
writing. 

It ia jiossible for a message or some 
writing to be done on a slate and yet be 
invisible?— Quite possible. 

Have you a clean slate there? — Yes 
(holding one up), a perfectly clean 
slate. 

Mr. Flowora: I do not see the rele- 
vancy of this. 

Mr.jLewis: The evidence I am giving 
you is tho most conclusive it is possible 
to jji'oduce. I am going to sliow you 
tho Ihinga done by tho baud of tho 
witness which tho defendant Slade 
protoiuls were done by spirits. You 
aro aware that iu courts of law, fnun 
time to time, all sorts of sciuntiiic 
matters are inquired into, the inquiries 
being constantly illustrated aud eluci- 
dated by experiments made in the 
court, i3uch as tlie mixing of cthoinicals, 
tho exhibition of forces, in tho case of 
machinery iu actiou. iSupposo there 
was a question of murder, alleged 
to|; have been , Jdone in a certain 
posture. In that case evidence could 
be called to show that the commission 
of murder aud tlio posture were iu- 
compatible. And wo luu.st rec(jllect 
that the course of tho examination was 
to show that Dr. Slade could not, 
under the conditions described, do the 
things iu question by mere physical 
agency. 

Th9Witnes.s--Tho point is that it sooins 
impossible that slate ctiu bo hold 
under tho table by tho pcrforinor's 
hand. It is, however, easy, especially 
if there is a slight projection or peg 
beneath tho table, or if you have a 
cross-piece such as there is in the table 
that has been produced. You push 
tho slate against that and thus gain 
support for it — the greater su[)port if 
the slate can touch both the frame- 
work and the cross-piece. Tho slate 
can in this way bo supported by the 
thumb, and the I'mgers left free to 
write. Tiio best way, however, to do 
this trick is by meaiihi of a small ap- 
pliance (produced), a sort of thiiublo 
or cap of indiarubber, with thimble 
fixed in it, and when you have done 
with it, is easy by a little fripjjery — 
(laughter) — to shoot it unporceived 
up the sleeve. Writing with iho jieu- 
cil under tbo lingcr-nail is im- 
practicable. [Witness then hold tho 
slate against bis breast, keeping it in 
position by pressing with ids thumb 
while h(3 wroti) with the apjilianco 
attached to his linger, and handed 
the slate to the Eeiicli, when .Mr. 
Flowers read from it "The spirits nre 
present." (Great laughter.) Wiu- 
ness further described how au operator 
by shudderiug and other movements, 
could draw oil' tin! attention of the 
of tho visitors \vliile ;i sei-ond message 
was written on t he other side of the 
slate, whieli, held to the- uinlei- side 
of the table by tho visitor, would of 
course appear when tho slate was turn- 
ed up. Mr. Maskelyne proceeded to 
write upon tho slate the words "The 
spirits are present," and then to rub 
tlioni out with a dain[) sjioiige. He 
then carefully dried the slate, wlneh 
api>oarod free from any writing wliat- 
cvc'r; hiitiu the course of a few minutes 
tho message which ho had apjiartMitly 
obliterated distinctly r. ipi "are'd. 
Mr. Maskelyne ox[)laiiu.'il by lIio was 
that bo had not written upon the 
slate with a common slate p(Micil, but 
with what some of tlu; (;uniic jiniriials 
called a "Shule pencil. ' ' 

Mr. Simmons, one of the dofeiulants, 
asked witness to show him the slate. 

Mr. Maskelyne— Oh, surely, sir, you 
know all about it. 

Mr. Miint<jii — I ln)[)c suino restraint 
will be put on .Mr. .M;iskolyue per- 
forming ill public. 

Mr. Lewis: Ho performs in public, 
but your client in secret. 

Examination resumed: Aa to tho 
long messagea ? — Oh, that is rather 
old, but no doubt Mr. Slade has im- 
proved u])on it. It is easy for liiiii.with 
only two persons by ami a table to 
help bini--(a laugh)— but with a con- 
jurer it ia dill'ereut, for ho must do 
everything in the face of the people. 
(WituesH i)roceedod >c illustrate tins 
writing on a slate.) 

Mr. Massey; I object to tl;i:s ridicu- 
louo exhibition. 

Mr. Lewis (holding up the slate to 
which the witness had applied a 
sponge): Tho writing is now gone?— 
^VitlleHs: Yes, for evernmro, and 1 
should be glad to do anylbing thai 
would Htani[) out this peslileiice of 
spiritualism. 1 have seen writing when 
the hands were tied. Thai was done by 
writing with a piece of pencil tied iu 
the month. Theoaso was again adjourned.
